* This Author atloms, that the Kingdom of Mun- 
gary was Antiently Elettive ; and thacthe Fin- 
‘peror, at his being Eletted, Swore to the Qb- 
fervation of all the Ancient Conftitutions of 
the Government; Such as the'e, 


CueMap, September 19. 1704. 


That whereas the Kingdom was divided into 
Communities, Diftritts, or Counties, every 
fuch Community had a Right to fend Deputies 
to the General Diet, or Meeting of the Eftates. 

That this General Diet, or Convention, ought 
to Aflemble every three Years, and is Comjc- 
fed of the Clergy, the Principal Nobility, and 
Deputies aforefaid. 

7bat this Convention have a Right to cheofe 
their own Palatine, who mutt be a Anngurisn 
by Birth 5 and that this Pudatine fhall have an 
entire Direétion of War and Juftice. Whether 
Sir Roger Manly means an Bxtra-Regal Péwer, 
T cannot Determine; but Iam of the Qpinion 
his Power of War and Juftice was Executed in 
the King’s Name, only that'this Power feem’d 
4 laft Rejort in Cale of Oppreffions, and Inva- 
fions upon their Liberties by their Princes 
and therefore 1 Remember to have teen in fome 
of the Declarations of the Count We/telin?, ov 
Count Teskley, a Claim of the Aumgarians to 
have Recurle to their Palatine, and to force 
him,, it-hedeclin’d it, to Lead and Head them 
againft the Opretfors, tho’ ic were their Prince. 

‘The: Great Employments of the Kingdom 
were allo Invefted in the Natives of /ungary; 
and_mo Strangers were to be Impos’d upon 
them so Forrcicn Troops to be quartred among 
them; and none of the Nobility could be*con- 
vened betore any Foreign Jurildiétion, or be 
Tryed forauy Crime, but by’ Judgesof their 


own. 
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The Afungerians Complain’d of the Breach 
of ali rtefe ay i a and having not ob- 
tained Redreis by int, at latt took up 
Arms for the Re-eftabli of thefe Rights, 
which as they alledge, and perbaps true enough, 
they desiv’d from their Anceftors. a 
That tome of thefe Articles were infring’d, 
@nd the Privileges aforefaid , Invaded , by 


the Germans, Sir Roger Manly readily grants, wneq 


but comes then to thefe Particulars, which 
give us fone light into the Matter. — 

Asthe Emperor had {worn to maintain them 
im the Privileges and Rights above-mention’d, 
6r fuch as thofe ; S he had Sworn to Proreét and 
Defend the Kingdom. 

Now the 7urk, being the conftant Invader 
and Oppreffer of Sears on one hand, and 
Poffels'd by Conqueft of two thirds of the 
the whole Kingdom, fome of which they had 
been Bafter of for above 200 Years; it is t00 
plain to need any Arguments here, that the Em- 

f was no way able to Fyungary, 
with itsown proper Troops; fo far was their 
Power from being fufficient to this Work, that 
yoyn'd with the whole Empire, they were al- 
‘ways too weak, and the Jurks continually en- 
croach’d upon Europe, for above two Hun- 
dred Years. 

How then it could be pofhble the Emperor 
fhoutd be able to defend them againft the 
Turks, withgut bringing Foreign Troops among 
them, remsins for tboje Gentlemen to Anfwer ; 
and how it could be pofible to keep a German 
Army among them, and not Quarter them on 
the Inhabitants, remsins alfo for « fecond Dife 

culty. 
“ Thus the Emperor muft either break the firft 
rt of his Oath, as to Quartering Foreign 
“Troops upon them 3 or the fecond part, as to 
Prote@ion and Defence ; or attempt to Defend 
them by their own Power, which was all one 
as to be Beaten and Deftroy’d. 

But fay fome Lovers of iberty, and tenaciovs 
of Privileges, even to the Article of Deftrudii- 
on; The Aungerians ought to Confent, other- 
wife it was a Force, they ought to be Conquer- 
ed if they chofe it; I1fthey muft be Subdued by 
the Twks, “a the Germaas came in to help 
them, and were yet unwilling to have the

The firlt King of Hangary, whowasEmpe- 
ror of Geraeany, was Ferdinand, Brother to Charles — 


the Firft ; and befides all other Glaim he had 
to the Erown,. chofe him, becaufe of the 
Intereft he had ia the Empire of Germany, and 
the Power he had thereby to proteét them, and 
affft them againft the Turks.. ; 

From that time to this, the Kingdom of Aun- 


gery has been always in the Houle of Axftria, 


and upon every Invafion of it by the Turks, 
have had Recourfe to the Empire for Relief a 
Affiftance : *Tis the German Blood has Defen- 
ded, "tis the Germs Treafure has pait ‘for the 
War, and has Fortified their Towns, Stor’d their 
Magazines, and maintain’d their Armyes. 

All the Kingdoms in Hungary, tho” ’tis 2 
Rich and Populous Kingdom, were never able, 
fince Matsbias Corvinus, the Son of the Famous 
Hruniades, Govern’d it, neither to Face the Turis 
shes Field, or to Defend their Towns againft. 


And thus you have. the True Original of the 
Germans ——— Fiungarg 5 the Canfes of 
it were the Wea of the Alungariaus con 
par'd to the Mighty Power of the Turtifh Eme 
pire, which often came down upon them, 

The Germans were always their Auxiliaries, 
their Refuge; a Sea of German Blood has bees 
Spilt there, 20cooco Brave Soldiers have 
laid their Bones in this one Kingdom, to De- 
fend it againft the Turks. :
